I have the honour to submit to you the Annual Report on the 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools in Ireland for the year ending 
31st December, 1911. 

The number of Schools under inspection at the beginning of last 
year was— 5 Reformatories and 66 Industrial Schools. 

Durinff the year every School was examined and one or more 
surprise visits were made to most of the Schools as well. 

In aecordiuico with the referetieh made in the preceding Annual 
Report a brief description is now given of each individual boys and 
girls’ School, together with some details of adimmstiation in con- 
nection therewith.

The health of the inmates of the Reformatory Schools on the 
whole has been good during the past year. Four deaths occurred 
AU^v,^ and one from broncho-pneumonia 

Ai these deaths occurred in one Institution. In two cases the 
boys were only inmates of the Institution for one year, and were 
clearly in a delicate state of health at the time of their committal.

“* Beformatory Schools contimies to 
be veiy satisfeotory, and the results are quite as good as 
might reasonably be expected from the material the managers 
have to work with. A considerable proportion of the juveiSles 
still enter the schools unable either to read or write. Starting 
their literary education so late in life, without having formed any 
habits of application or study, their progress is bound to be slow 
and very iip-hiU work, bottffor them Ind th* ShSs 
TOthstanding these drawbacks the answering of these juveniles 
iS genera ly very creditable. Their reading and writing ire often 
in mental Irithmetic qfite smart 
^lawmg IS also well done by the boys. These latter are all 
taught lessons in manual instruction and appreciate them The

Health. — Industrial Schools. 


lam glad to be able to state that the health of the children in 
the Industrial Schools has been good during the past year. 

Forty-six deaths occurred during the year, viz., fifteen boys 
and thirty-one girls. Diseases of the lungs were responsible for 
ten deaths— two boys and eight girls— and fifteen deaths were 
certified as directly due to Pulmonary Tuberculosis — ^two boys and 
riiirteen girls; one death, that of 'a boy. was due to General 
I uberculosis. It will be noted that twenty-five deaths were 
attributable to some form of lung disease ; 'this is not to be 
woridered at. having regard to the frail and delicate state of 
health of many of the children when admitted to the schools. 

A very large number of schools were singularly free from 
diseases of a zymotic character. In a few, limited outbreaks of 
scarlatina, measles, and influenza occurred, and in one large 
school two rather severe outbreaks of diphtheria and scarlatina 
took place, but owing to the preventive measures that were taken 
the cases were restricted to a comparatively small number. 


Five deaths were registered -as having occurred from diseases 
ot a zymotic character. 


*1, necessity for greater attention being paid to the teeth of 
he_ children of the boys’ and girls’ schools was made evident 
during the _ many inspections of both the Reformatory 
and Industrial schools that were made during the vear. 
In a large number sufficient attention has not hitherto 
been paid to the care and preservation of the teeth, and a.s a 
consequence It was found that in some of the schools a large 
percentage of the childi*en had very decaved teeth. In some few 
cases a dentist periodically visits the sc-hooLs, but having regard 
to the important bearing which the presei-vation of the teeth has 
in relation to good health and to the important function of 
digestion, it is eminently desirable and in fact necessarv that 
every school should make arrangements for the systematic and 
periodical examination of the children’s teeth by a Qualified 
dentist. • ^ 


The genei^l bearing and deportment of the children in the 
^hools was fau-Iy good, but thei-e is still room for improvement, 
in many schools a greater effort should be made to improve the 
arrangements for carrying out physical training. The walk and 
carnage of the boys and girls in many of the schools was not 
satisfactory. 


_ The sanitary condition of tlie schools is satisfactory. In some 
instances, however, certain defects have been pointed out as to 
lavatory arrangement and disposal of refuse. Attention has been 
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promised to these points, and the defects are to be remedied. In 
some of the schools where, improved methods of ventilation, in the 
schoolrooms and dormitories, are necessary, the improvements 
w’ill be earned out. 


The physical condition of very many of the children on admis- 
sion to the schools is frequently of a low standard, and naturally 
they require special care and attention. It is gratifying to note 
the improven^ent visible in such children after they nave been in 
residence for some time in the schools. The three principal con- 
ditions that are conducive to the good health and well being of 
the children are a good and nourishing dietary, good clothing, and 
good housing. Strict attention to these vitally important ques- 
tions cannot fail to have satisfactoiw results. 


The question of clothing, which is so important a factor m the 
comfort as well as the health and well-being of the children, is 
one to which too much attention cannot be paid. It is essential 
that during the winter months woollen material should be worn 
next the skin. In some of the schools this nale is not observed, 
and cotton wear is substituted instead. Cotton, being a rapid 
conductor of heat, is not suitable for inner wear during the winter 
months, and there is always a great element of risk m makmg 
children delicate and piune to chest affections by substituting 
cotton for woollen inner wear. 


In the visits of inspection jiarticular attention was paid to Idie 
sanitary condition of buildings, and the arrangements for ventila- 
tion. beating, and lighting. The state of the dormitones. the 
proportion of beds, the floor space, and the conditien of the bed- 
clothes were also subjects of close attention, and the arrangements 
for food and food storage were inquired into as well. “atis- 

factory to have to report that these matters, with some few excep- 
tions.'bave received due attention. 


Litbe.\RY Tbaining. 

The litwarv training of the ohildi-en in Industrial Schools has, 
on tte whole', been carried on very satisfactorily during the past 
year. 

In reading the results were generally good, and the children m 
most of the schools read with good eiipresaimi, as if they appre- 
dS the subject of t}ie reading lesson, and they answered m- 
SllSntlv on the subject matter. But in some schools the read- 
in £ Sveiw mechanical, and the punctuation is badly obsmv^. 
to othtr £e is not sufficient variety m the reading books, 
a class is kept to one short reader for a whole 
year‘ so that the children know it almost by heart, and are often 
obviously repeating from memory, when engaged m a reading 
lesson. B 
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In writing the results were nearly always verv good indeed. 
Ihe lessons m writing are now generally given from the black- 
board, with very good effect. The lessons in writing and spelling 
are frequently combined in an exercise in transcription, which is. 
per. laps, the best method for teaching spelling. 

Arithmetic is one of the most useful subjects from an educa- 
tional point of view, and when taught on right lines, it tends to 
develop the mtelhgence of the scholar by making him constantly 
use his thinking powers. If it is only taught by means of long 
sums m abstract numbers it proves irksome to the child. By 
keeping to problems involving concrete mimbens, the pupils come 
to realise that arithmetic is intended to be applied to the problems 
and calculations of every-day life, and theii* interest in theii- work 
will be largely increased. I again wish to draw attention to the 
importance of practising children in all standards in mental arith- 
metic In some schools it is taught with good results, but taking 
the schools as a whole, this subject does not seem to get as much 
attention as it deserves. 


Geography is taught with varying success at the different 
schools, but it IS now taught in ways which appeal more to the 
children s intelligence than formerly. Instead of beginning with 
the map of the world, the children begin with the sand trav and 
with a plan or map of the local surroundings of the school. ' 

The senior children at all schools are practised in composition, 
Ihey often have short stories read to them for reproduction in 
their own_ language, or get exercises in the subject bv way of 
letter-wnlmg. Much more practice in composition \vouM be 
useful, as even the more advanced freqnentlv show inability to 
express correctly in well-arranged English their own views’ on 
common occurrences. 


Drawing and manual instruction are taught in all the boys’ 
Mhools, and the reports received from the Technical Education 
iJepavtment continue to be very encouraging. 


Inddsteul Tbaininq. 


It is satisfactory to have to report that the industiial training 
of the children has been well carried out and is worked on in- 
telligent lines. In the hoys’ schools the interest that has been 
aioused m manual mstruction has pervaded the workshops and 
drawing is practically applied in most of them ’ 


Although the Labour Science Scheme has in the main been 
adopted and 18 being well taught in some of the boys’ schools, yet 
there are still a number of schools that show apathy and do not 
fully r^ognise the benefits derivable from its teaching. It is 
vraraestly to be hoped that every senior boys’ school “will take 
active steps to put this useful scheme in force.

The Domestic Science Syllabus is taught in all the girls’ 
schools, and in a large majority it is well taught. At the 
competition for the Fagan Shield for Domestic Science, held 
last yep, it was very gratifying to see the excellence of the 
answering of the girls both in the written part of the examination 
apd in the practical tests, and also the gi-eat keenness and healthy 
rivalry shown by the schools taking part in the competition. 


The Fagan Shield. 

The second award of the Challenge Shield for Domestic 
Science, presented hy Sir John Fagan, took place during the 
year. It is with pleasure that I have to record that St. Martha’s 
School, Monaghan, retained the Shield after a keenly contested 
examination. It will be remembered that at the first examination 
for the Shield, held four years ago, this school was also successful 
in obtaining first place. Pour other schools, viz., Kilkenny 
(Girls). Sligo, Bin-, and Westport, are entitled to special men- 
tion, the children in these schools having acquitted themselves 
most creditably at the examination. 


Indl'strul Schools at He.alth Exhibition. 

In May of last year a very brilliant and successful Fete and 
Health Exhibition” organised by the Women’s National Health 
Association and under the presidency of Her Excellency the 
Countess of Aberdeen, was held at Ballsbridge. A section was 
devoted to the Industrial Schools. 

The following schools took part in the Exhibition 

Boys’ Schools — Artane, Balmoral, Blackrock (Meath School), 
Carriglea, and Baltimore. 

Girls’ Schools— Benada Abbey, Bin-, Booterstown, Bray, Dun- 
dalk, Goldenbridge, Limerick (Mount St. Vincent), Loughrea, 
Merrion, Monaghan, Newtownforbes, Westport, and Wexford. 

The section attracted a good deal of attention and was the 
centre of verv great interest to the public. It was the first 
occasion in Dublin on which the schools were able to demonstrate 
collectively and show the variety of useful work that is carried 
out in the” Industrial Schools. 

• The boys showed theii- pi-oficiency in tailoring, bootmaking, 
painting, net and sail making, carpentry, harness making, weav- 
ing, mattress making, machine knitting, and modelling. 

The girls gave very successful demonstrations in co^eiy 
laundry work, butterraaking, housewifery, spinning, and all kinds 
of needlework from plain sewing to exquisitely fine lace.

All of the five Places of Detention provided for. Young Persons 
were availed of for the purpose of remanding youthful offenders 
thereto, and remands were made to fourteen of the twenty-five 
Places 'bf Detention for Children. 

The total amount received by Managers of Reformatory and 
Industrial Schools for maintenance and clothing in respect of 
Young Persons and Children sent to Places of Detention for the 
year ending 31st December, 1911, was ^252 165. 9d 
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Day Indcstrial Schools. 

The question of the pstablishmcnt of Day Industi-ial Schools 
still remains in abeyance. The local authonties in Dublin and 
Belfast have had the matter under consideration, but no material 
progi’ess has been made. 

The services that Day Industrial Schools have rendered in 
large ixipulous centres in both England and Scotland could not 
fail to have a like beneficial effect in Dublin and Belfast. There 
is a large and increasing class of children in both cities whose 
lives would be brightened and made more useful and hopeful and 
who would derive great benefit were such schools established. 
These schools would supply a want that cannot be met by the 
residential schools. 


In a few schools there is a system of marks and awards in 
operation which appear to work admii-ably. The ad.option of 
such a system in all the schools w'ould act as an incentive to the 
children and would be the means of giving them an increased 
interest in their daily routine of schoolroom work and industrial 
training. It would also tend to the maintenance of discipline. 
The managers of schools should favourably consider this question. 

Appended is a complete list of the schools with detailed reports 
on each of them. 

In conclusion I desire to record my personal acknowledgments 
and indebtedness to the Assistant Inspectors as well as to the 
Office Staff for their assistance and co-operation in administering 
the work of the Department during the past year.
